AI'PENDIX 

LICENSING CONDiTIONS FOR THb UK./INDIA MIXPD PROJECT LOAN 1972 

1. Central conditions 

I. The inipoit licence will bear the superscription “l.lK/lndia Mixed Project loan 
1972”. The two suffixes after the licence numher in the licence code will be S/KK. 

2, No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import licence, 
except UK Bank charges which may lie remitted through normal banking channels. Any 
payment towards Indian Agent’s commission should he made in Indian Rupees to the 
Agents in India. Such p'aymeuls, however, will form part of the licence value and 
will, therefore, be charged to the licence 
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3. The licence will be issued with an initial validity period of 24 months. 
This period can be further extended if there is adequate justification to do so. 
Firm orders on C. I. F. or C & F basis must be placed within four months from the 
date of issue of the import licence. If orders cannot be placed within four months for 
valid reasons, the licence should be submitted to the licensing authority during ^th 
month giving the reasons for the delay in placing orders, indicating the date by rytfeh 
orders would be placed and seeking extension in the period for ordering, as necessary. 
Such requests will be considered on merits by the CCI & E in consultation with the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) where necessary. (// should be 
noted that unless ordering is completed within 4 rnonths or the extended period allowed 
by the licensing authority in any case, the authorised dealers in loreign exchange will 
not permit establishment of Letters of Credit, or deposit of rupee equivalent.) 

4. All payinents must be completed within one month after expiry of licence. In¬ 
dividual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. No credit facility of 
any kind will be permitted. 

II. Special paints to be incorporated in the order/contracts or otherwise kept 

in view. 


1. While placing orders/contracts which mu.st be placed only on supplied in the U.K., 
(which expression includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man), the licensee must 
ensure by a provision in, the same that the goods purchased arc or will be whoUy or 
mainly produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom, or in the case of chemicals 
and allied products arc declared lo be of U.K. oriM on, the form attached ns Armexure 
11(B). When the Contract also provides for works and services in connection with the 
purchase of such goods, it must similarly be ensured by a suitable provision therein thaJ 
such works and services are or will he provided by persons ordinarily resident or canying 
on business in the U.K. (It should be noted that the supplier/contractor will have to sign 
a (Contract Certificate as provided in Section ft below, indicating the non J.K. content, 
if any, of the goods to be supplied or in the case of chemicals and allied products, declare 
them to be of U.K. origin). The non-U.K. element, if any, should not exceed 20 per cent 
of the F.O.B. value of the contract, as otherwise the contract mav become ineligible 
for financing under the U.K. L.oan. If ihe non-U.K. dement is likely to exceed the limit 
of 20 per cent of the F.O.B. value of the contract, this should be brought to the notice 
of the Department of Economic Affairs (Controller of Aid Account^, Jeevan Deep 
Building, 10-Parliament Street, New Delhi and firm commitments should be entered into 
only if the Department of Economic Affairs agree. 

2. A clause should specificallv be included in the contract to the effect that the con¬ 
tract is subject to and will become effective only on approval by the Government of 
India and the U.K. 

3. The documeulalion lequircmcnls mentioned in the Seclion III and V below and 
the Payment procedure laid down in Section TV below should be kept in view and should 
be appropriately incorporated in the contract. 


III. Contract acceptance-. (Notification of Contract and Amendments thereto) 


1. Immediately on placement of orders on the British Supplier, the Indian importer 
should furnish copies of the contract to the Administrative Ministry and the Ministry 
of Finance. Within a fortnight of approval of contract by the Government of India 
in respect of each order placed on the foreign supplier, the licensee should forward 
four copies of the contract or notification of contract (in the foruT. attached as AMCXure 
I) accompanied by five copies of the ‘‘Contra,ct Certificate tin the fwni attached as 
Annexurc II or Annexurc IKB) as is appropriate) duly signed by the U K. supplier, to 
the Controller of Aid Accounts, nepartment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
Jeevan Deep Building, lO-Parliamenf Street, New Delhi. 


N, B .—no payments can be made the contract is duly approved by the V.K. Gov¬ 
ernment it is most imperative for the licensee to ensure that copies of con¬ 
tract/notification of contract along with supplier's Contract Certificate arc for¬ 
warded to the Ministry of Finance ^Controller of .4id Accounts, Jeevan Deep 

Building, 10-Parliament Street. New Delhi in the rniwner stated above at the 

earliest. 

'i. While forwarding the above documents to the Ministry of Finance, it must be 

ensured by the licensee that the number and date of the import licence and the name of 

the Credit are clearly noted in the documents.

Government has been obtained or is pending) is amended, or if liability is to be in¬ 
curred thereundei- to a greater amount than the amount specified in the contract certi¬ 
ficate, the licensee should obtain the approval of the Govemment of India and thereafter 
promptly forwanl the iclcvant .supplementary or revised documents, copies of amend¬ 
ments to the contract,s aii.l revised “Contract Certificates” to the Controller of Aid Ac¬ 
counts, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, in order to enable him to

services or maiinc or transportation insurance. 

(iil One copy (or photostat) of ocean or charter Bill of Lading or airways bill or 
Parcei post receipt. tThe Bill of Lading shtdl indicate the carrier’s statee 
ment ol charges in whatever currency it is pakU. 

(iii) Four copies of the payment certificate in the form given in ANNEXURE V 
[not required in respect of Contracts for which a contract certificate 
(Chemicals) in the form given in ANNEXURE IKB) has been provided.! 
For this purpose, five blank forms o,f the payment certificate m the pres¬ 
cribed form should be attached to the Ij;tter of Credit for completion by 
Ihe Supplier at the lime of obtaining payment.

U.K. .Suppliers or a Guarantor (insurance company etc.) as a refund or in settlement of 
insurance claim or othcivvi.se. such amo-unts should be refunded by the supplier to the 
concerned corresponding hank i'.i the U.K, (from which the payment was initially made 
to the supplier) with instruction to refund the amount immediately in tuin, to the Chief 
Accounting Officer, High Coiimi ssion of India, London, for crediting the loan Account. 
After the loan account is so credited, an equivalent amount in rupees will he arranged to 
he refunded to the importer by the Ministry of Finance, upon receipt of a claim therefor 
from the importer. If any refund is received after the closure of the loan, the same wid 
have to be made by the Supplier direct to the importer. 

As and when my such refund i.s received, a report thereof should be made to the 
Ministry of Finance with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial Development, Foreign Ex¬ 
change Section, Xfdyog Bhawan, New Delhi. 

2. Notifying: .uippliers of Special ConJition.s .—The licensee .dioul.l apprise the Supplier 
of any Special provisions in the import licence which may affect the suppliers in carrying 
out the transaction, 

3, Dhputes .—It should be understood that the Government of India will not under¬ 
take any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and the 
tupplieris. 

A. Future Instructions .—The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, 
instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding anv and all n-iattcrs arLsin.c 
from or pertaining to the import licence and for meeting all obligations under the Credit 
Agreement. 
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5. Breach or violation. —Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clauses 'will 
result in appropriate action tinder the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 and the orders 
issued thereunder.
